Mr. MoGreoor, N. T., July %.—The morning ts 
still and sultry on the mountain. Hundreds of visi- 
tors are coming up on the trains. A Sabbath-like 
silence prevails. Since the death of Gen. Grant 
Mrs. Grant has been seen by no one except the im- 
mediate members of her family, and Mra. Dr. 
Newman. Yesterday afternoon it was rumored 
that she was so utterly prostrated that serious re- 
sults might be feared; but it is now known that, 
although the widow suffers zreatly, yet she bears 
up bravely, and no serfous results are anticipated. 
President Cleveland was this morning requested to 
name the pall-bearers to act at the closing services, 
He will attend to that matter. 

THE SPOT FOR THE SEPULCHRE. 

Gen. Hancock telegraphed this morning to 
Mountain that he had received the instructions 
the Secretary of War, and that the details of 
military pageant would be attended to as 


now to be settled. The authorities in New York City 
will doubtless exercise discretionin this matter, 
though Col. Grant has signified a feeling that a 
locaticn at the north end of the mall, 
near the lake, would nearest meet 
the wishes of the family. Either one end 
or the other of the mall will undoubtedly be 


chosen. 
A TEMPORARY VAULT. 


A message was this morning sent to Mayor Grace 
asking if he could, and would, furnish a temporary 
vault for the reception of the remains of General 
Grant, the suggestion being made that 
the family of General Grant would prefer 
that his remains should not be placed in any vault 
that had already been used for the reception of 
others. One month ago to-day Gen. Grant received 
his last retired pay check from Washington, and 
had he lived until to-day another would have been 
at his disposal Gen. Horace Porter will arrive 
here to-day, and Potter Palmpr and family of 
Chicago will reach here on Monday. 

GEN. GRANT'S CHAIR DRAPED. 

The willow chair in which Gen, Grant was wont 
to sit on the coitage veranda, has been draped with 
black, and will be placed at the usual spot en the 
porch where the General was so often to be sech.

The duil monotony of Parliament has been re- 

lieved by the defeat of the Government on the 
medical relief bill, whatever that may be. The de- 
feat was not fatal, as Sir Michael Hicks-Beach 
made haste to relinquish responsibility for the bill; 
but it shows on what a very slender thread Tory 
power hangs, and it also shows that the Parnellites 
have not received their expected pay— 
for they voted bold against the Govern- 
ment. If Salisbury & Co are not ex- 
tremely careful they will be thrown out of 
office as quickly as they were thrown in, and the 
Liberals find themselves again in the saddie before 
Parliament adjourns. Meanwhile a ripple of 
discontent mars the bitherto bmooth surface of 
Irish affairs, and the new Viceroy is not nearly so 
happy as he was. The Nationalists are getting up 
& monstér petition, demanding the release of cer- 
tain persons now imprisoned for alleged complicity 
in the Maamtrasna and other political murders. 
These persons were tried, convicted, and sentenced 
under the Spencer Administration; and . if 
Carnarvon releases the prisoners, be will not only 
violate precedent, but offend his predecessor and 
irritate the Liberais--neither of which he nor the 
Government can affort to do just sow. If he 
refuses the petition, he must count upon the future 
hostility of the Nationalists in and out of Parlla- 
ment; and perhaps their action on the medical 
relief bill was meant as a warning. At any rate, 
all is not quiet along the Shannon, the Liffey, and 
the Lea; and there are signs of a not very remote 
conflict, of the usual sort, between the 
powers that be and the powers that would 
Une to be. Meanwhile Salisbury has taken 
occasion to enthusiastically eulogize Lord Spencer's 
administration in Ireland—whicr will please Spen- 
cer aad won't please the Irish. 

Across the channel things have deen very, very 
dull; so dull that Sunset Cox, American Minister 
to Constantinople, could not stand Paris more than 
two days, and then hurried away to the gayer 
scenes Of Stamboul—where he hopes to be as popu- 
lar with the Sultan and the Olrcassian giris as 
was his illustrious predecessor, Lew Wallace. 
Barring the drowning of à balloonist in the sea, a 
bad fire near Alx, unfavorabie rumors from Anam 
and Tonquin, the suppression of a cut-thréat gam- 
bling game in the Casine at Boulogne, and the 
republication of tae London nastiness in Parisian 
journals, Freoch affairs have been as uninteresting 
as last year's almanac. But there are eighteen mur- 
derers under sentence of death at Paris, with the 
provinces yet to hear from; and H President Grevy 
suspends his opposition to capital punishment 
long enough to allow these to be guillotined, his 
fellow citizens will have something to enliven them 
unlil the next sensation reports for duty. 

Prince Hohenlohe, present German ambassador 
at Paris, has been appointed Governor of Alsace- 
Lorraine, aud Emperor William has agreed to meet 
Emperor Francis Josephwt Gastein on the th of 
August. The old gentiemaa is already there, wait- 
ing for the younger one; but no importance is at- 
tached to the conference, which is mainly 4 matter 
of ceremony. The laying together of d pair of 
crowned heads does not disturb Europe as ſt on ce 
did. Emperors and Kings may propose, But the 
people dispose. 

In Austria fifty-three of the Brunn rioters have 
been sent to prison for demanding more pay and 
leas work, and there has been a alight panicin the 
Vienna stock market on account of possible war 
between Russia and England. Crop prospects do 
not improve materially either in Austria or Russia; 
and the latter country proposes to swell its sbrink- 
ing revenues by imposing a tax of from 100. to 200 
roubles upor every foreigner who stays on Russian 
soil longer than a fortnight.

BAFFLING THE POLICE. 


The Mystery of the Murdered Woman 
Found in the Charles River. ~ 
By Telegraph to the Post-Dispatch. 

Boston, July 25.—The murder mystery threatens 
to baftle the efforts of the police. Hardly had they 
begun a systematic investigation yesterday morn- 
ing when word was received at headquarters that 
the harbor police had made a second discovery of 
the same nature in the Charles River. While patrol- 
ing the Boston side of the river, in an ordinary 
rowboat, at an early hour, they saw a suspicious 
looking bundle floating with the current, just below 
West Boston bridge. They lifted it into the boat 
with some difficulty and found it to be a 
sack made of Brussels carpet, carefully 
sewed together, and enclosed ma 


potato bag similar to that 8 tho upper 
part of a woman's body, which was found Thurs- 
day evening. It contained parts of a human body. 

At first it was believed that asecond body had 
been found, and the theory was advanced, with 
some ground for belief, that it was 

THE WORK OF MEDICAL STUDENTS. 

The bag and its contents were taken to the Morgue, 
where the medical examiners were making a post- 


mortem upon that portion of the body found 


Thursday. 

The parts of the body last discovered fitted ex- 
actly at the waist with the other rtion, but the 
body was not yet comdiete, The lower limbs were 
missing from a int ut 
three inches below the hip joints. The flesh ap- 
parently had been cut clean down to the bones, 
also all round, witha large knife. The flesh was 
but slightly drawn away from the bove, and this 
fact led the medical examiner to believe that the 
cutting was dove a short time after death. The 
bone of the rigut thigh was more exposed than that 
of the left. A giance at the bones showed that 
they had been sawed in two . a butch- 
ern aw. To the ordinary observer that was all 
that would bave been noticed, but to Dr. Harris 
there was something else that gave a clew. 
He noticed that the upper edge of the 
bone was broken, a fragment reaching out 
over the edge of the sawed part. This was suffi- 
cient evidence thatthe murderer had sawed part 
through aud had then broken the rest of the bone. 
But this was not all. The broken edge was upper- 
most. To the doctor it showed that the Sate 
was lying upon the stomach and that the murderer 
had sawed down from the rear. The cause of death

It was openly stated 
at that time and generaily believed that the cause 
of the heating of this grain was the storage with 
reguiar wheat of wheat that had been mixed and 
surreptitiously introduced into the elevator. The 
scare surrounding the discovery and posting of this 
wheat did St. Louisa serious injury as a grain 
market.
